PAYS 
RECKLESS STATEMENTS 


In this issue we publish by re- 
quest a denial and explanation of an 
absurd and malictous rumor circulated 
about one of the districts of Central 
Alberta. So far as the story itself is 
concerned, {t does not deserve any 
further attention, but as it is possibly 
typical of a certain attitude of mind 
rather too common among us, there is 
room for comment. We refer to the 
making of reckless statements and 
the repetition of baseless rumours. 

There is nothing new in this. Rum- 
or and gossip are old weaknesses of 
the human race, penalties attached to’ 
the great gift of speech. It is some- 
times suggested the women are more 
prone to indulge in this weakness than 
men, but this is wholly untrue, though 
it may have had a certain amount of 
truth in it in the days when women 
lived secluded lives and had no know- 
ledge of the doings of the world ex- 
cepti by hearsay. Nowadays men are 
just ‘as much to blame in this respect. 

It is a fault which has its roots in 
mental idleness and vacancy, some- 
times.even in a general malevolence 
of outlook upon one’s fellow-men. 
Those who indulge in it are too lazy 
or too ignorant to think things out for 
themselves, or to consider and inves- 
tigate carefully any facts brought to 
their notice before commenting on 
or repeating them. A wish to be con- 
eldered important and to rouse inter- 
est among one’s listeners is another 
factor in the case. Like most faults 
it grows with indulgence. It is com- 
paratively easy to pass on statements 
heard from others without bothering 
to ascertain their accuracy or even to 
repeat them correctly. The fact that 
the repetition is perfectly useless and 
may cause annoyance to someone con- 
cerned is a matter of complete in- 
difference, even if it is not an actual 
source of satisfaction. ©The mind 
that is thus occupied naturally ceases 
to have any vigour of its own, and 
becomes nothing but a distorting mir- 
ror of passing trivialities. Its owner 
is merely a discontented critic of 
other. people’s actions. 

There is a simple everyday test 
which can be usefully applied to the 
making or repetition of statements 
affecting other people. If, before we 
make or repeat any such statement, 
we .ask ourselves: “Is it true? Is it 
necessary?. Is it kind?” we shall do 
something to avoid the danger of de- 
generating into petty-minded and 
spiteful scandalmongers. 


OCCUPATIONAL ORGANISATION, 
OR HOW TO GET THE RIGHT 
JOB. 


It is generally agreed that business 
conditions all over the world are bad. 
There is general bewildermnt as to 
¢he correct method of improving them. 
Schemes are suggested which are 
fantastic and impracticable. Ingenious 
devices are thought out for pan 
existing burdens from one set o 
shoulders to another. ‘Slowly, how- 
ever, recognition is being given to the 
fact that the one remedy for the exist- 


ing depression fs hard work and econ- 
omy in expenditure. Now, one may 
work hard, but unless the work is 
economically productive, one might 
as well not work at all. Intense 
thought and strenuous’ manual labor 
given to the finding and production of 
oil dn. places where oil does not exist 
to be found or produced, is mere waste 
of time. It is equally unsound if cer- 
tain useful oecunations are overcrowd- 
el, and others, also useful, are 
neglected. For instance, a year or 80 
ago at the centenary celebrations of 
McGill University one of the speakers 
suggested that the University authori- 
ties would do well te discourage young 
men from entering the professions of 
Jaw and medicine and encourage them 
to go in for more productive work. 
The speaker’s idea was that these 
professions are overcrowded and that 
the educationa} authorities should try 
to prevent further overcrowding. This 
fg an essentially sound idea, but often 
fit is not easy for the individual to de- 
cide what professions are overcrowd- 
ed because the ncessary information 
fs not at his disposal. We believe that 
at the present time there do not exist 
anywhere in a form readily accessible 
and comprehensible to the ordinary 
individual statistics of the various oc- 
cupations followed by the people of 
Canada in the various parts of the 
Dominion coupled with indications of 
the - correct economic proportions 
which they should bear to one anoth- 
er. ‘Has any attempt been made to 
work out in scientific form the propor- 
tions which in fact they do bear? If 
a given area of the country can pro- 
duce.on an average so much grain, 30 
many head of livestock, so much coal 
or timber or fish, ‘how many people 
should be occupied im so producing 
that. amount, -how many stores with 
what staffs should be needed to supply 
them with their everyday wants, what 
transport facilities are needed to mar- 
ket such stocks, how many doctors 
should they have to look after their 
health, how many lawyers to compose 
their quarrels (we assume that law- 
yers do compose quarrels and not stir 
them up, as cynics sometimes sug- 
gest)‘nAow many clergymen of how 
many mutually damnatory sects to 
attend to their spiritual needs, even 
how many newspapers to keep them 
truthfully informed of the events of

“Jf all this information were ‘avail- 
‘able, would it not be a considerable 
help to young men -and » women: in 
choosing their careers, or to’ the im-, 
migrants, whom our country needs:

We used to think that the body was 
made anew every seven vears, but 
scientific tests show v3 that we are 
being re-created every instant of our 
lives, Consequently, many of the 
cells in your tbody are only a few 
months old; while the majority of 
them are not more than two years 
old. But all of these cells take the 
impress of your thought, and you will 
have the appearance of youth or age 
according to the mental pattern you 
give the little cell builders of your 
body. If you want to retain the 
youthful appearance, always look at 
yourself in the mental mirrors of 
youth. 


In converse with a well known far- 
mer out west of here, a few days ago, 
he told us he thought this district a 
pretty lucky one, and he _ thought 
there were all kinds of opportunities 
of making the farm pay. Speaking 
of beef stock, he showed where there 
had been a wonderful opportunity to 
turn over a good sized sum. :Whereas 
not so very long ago animals were 
selling at a little over 2c, he has now 
contracted for the delivery of all his 
stable fed spring beef at 7c. Ata 
rough estimate this price should 
bring him $80.00 per animal. Doesn’t 
seem so bad, does it? But in our ex- 
perience it has always been some- 
what the same. For a good thing 
there will be a ready market, and 
there is no doubt that the farmer who 
goes in heavily for stock will be the 
best off in the long run. :

The question of shipping our grain 
via eastern or western routes is 
now a yexing one. A detailed report 
just out shows that for the year end- 
ed July 31st, 1922, that of the 244,- 
000,000 bushels of grain shipped from 
the west down the lakes in that per- 
{od, United States boats, trains and 
ports handled just under one half, or 
that the. money rolling into United 
States coffers for wages, rail charges, 
ete., amounted to ‘over $28,000,000. 
This is a more or less humiliating 
fact to admit, but there is no reason, 
apparently, why the western grain 
route could not be developed to carry 
all of this trade and thereby keep 
this much needed revenue in our own 
country. Another point which ap- 
pears to speak strongly for the de- 
velopment of the western route is 
that the grain would not be held up 
as it is at present by frost, and the 
producer would receive his pay much 
more quickly. 


THE TAX ON RECEIPTS 


(Edmonton Bulletin) 


The regulations drawn up at Otta- 
wa governing the application of the 
tax on receipts have been broad-cast- 
ed over the wires and published in 
the news columns. The list makes it 
abundantly plain that the numerous 
and lively protests that have been 
made against ‘ne imposition of the 
tax were not altogether without reas- 
on. Whoever devised the measure 
and worked out the plans for applying 
it overlooked nothing. After it 
comesintoforceat the beginning of 
the year it will be almost impossible 
for anyone to collect money or spend 
it without the process being taxed. 
Wages will be taxed when they are 
paid and when they are paid out. 
The proceeds of a load of grain or 
hogs will be taxed when received and 
again when parted with. So all along 
the line, wherever money changes 
hands in a way involving acknow- 
ledgment there will be a stamp to pay 
for. A tax thus levied upon purchas- 
es of all kinds and all dimensions will 
hit the householder at every turn and 
in the course of the year may be ex: 
pected ‘to take something worth while 
out of him. As for the business man, 
he seems doomed to have worries

Owing to His 
Majesty having been engaged -{n thold- 
‘ing a Privy Council, there were a few 
minutes.to wait, and during this inter- 
val the General briefly conversed in 
‘turn with the above-mentioned gentle- 
men. He was also glad to meet with 
that true friend of the Army, Colonel 
Sir John Gilmour, M.P., who took the 
chair for him at a large meeting in 
‘Glasgow a couple of years ago. 

The King received the General with 
‘warm cordiality in one of the State 
Apartments of the Palace adjoining 
tthe Grand Hall..

“Our conversation presently drifted 
away from India to The Salvation 
Army at large, the King inquiring 
about our advances in Europe and 
elsewhere, whether we found The 
Army more acceptable to men or to 
‘women—a point upon which I was able 
to assure His Majesty we drew no dis- 
tinction in any way between the sex- 
es—in tthe ‘different countries, and so 
forth. 

“He further inquired most kindly 
about the maintenance of the Army's 
funds and the state of our material 
resources at the present time. When 
T explained to ‘him some of our press- 
‘ing financial difficulties, he appeared 
very sympathetic, remarking, ‘Yes, 
many of the people who have newly 
acquired large means have not yet 
learnt ‘the responsibility which 
wealth entails!’ His Majesty sought 
to comofort me, however, by saying 
that all societies of a philanthropic 
character were just now ‘in difficulties 
of the same kind, instancing the try- 
ing problems presented by the hosp!i- 
tals. He was himself hopeful and 
tried to encourage me as to the future. 
“His Majesty may “not know,” added 
the General with a smile, ‘how much 
of an optimist I am! Speaking of 
money, he at once recognized ‘that 
with us it ig not only the cost of new 
undertakings, but the increased cost 
maintaining the work already estab- 
lished which has to be provided for. 

“The King touched upon the Army’s 
leper work in the Dutch Indies, and 
expressed a hope that we might be 
able to do something similar for the 
lepers in India—though of course an- 
other society is already engaged in

BEST IN-GRADE 


Checking up elevator records and 
estimates here, it is ‘found that the 
1922. crop, besides being the biggest 
inthe Dominion’s ‘history, is also 
probably the best in grade ever known 
and yet the dirtiest. This apparent 
paradox is explained by the fact that 
when’ weeds and mixed grain -have 
been removed from the shinments the 
remainder is 95 percent. of contract 
grade, 70 percent. of No. 1 Northern, 
18 percent. No. 2.° But the dockage 
of cars is fairly estimated by grain 
elevator men at four percent. en the 
average, which is a terrific figure, 
and that much dead weight on the 
producer's shoulders. - 

: What Amount Meane 


Of the 188,510,061 bushels of grain 
during the fall rush, four _ percent. 
would mean 7,500,000 bushels, or 389.- 
000,000, the equivalent of about 4,400 
cars already at $300 per car hauling 
average. It means the transportation 
companies had to provide 10 trains 
to haul, dockage from farm to market. 

Some districts gave cleaner: grain 
than others, and, this year shows 
Manitoba: produced the dirtiest and 
works out around four percent. and 
some cars have run past 20 percent. 
dockage. Much is saved, however, 
for elevators ‘have shipped to market 
78.402 tons of screenings so far. Not 
aH of this is fall cleanings: The 
farmers receive all above one and a 
half percent. the dockage, the first 
cut going to’pay the cost of cleaning. 
But much importance is placed on 
the advice that farmers shipping to 
these ports first clean their grain. 
The main point stressed by those 
the trade is that farmers should im- 
prove their farming in'order to grow 
two blades of wheat where one of 
thistle sprung before. 


Argument is Offset 


They point out that the clean grain 
brings the highest prices, makes. for 
quickest handling, uses’more cars for 
useful product, returns a bigger yield 
to the producer. These references 
offset the argument that the farmer 
would lose money by putting the ex- 
tra labor into improved methods. —: 

If in handling the. gigantic volume 
this fall, the twin ports heat a]! their 
previous records by more than 21,000,- 
000 bushels, the feat is all the ° 
remarkable considering ‘the increased 
attention by the cleaning staffs. It 
was necessary this year for nearly 
all the elevators to use their’ new 
Carter disc machines on 24-hour 
shifts and employ double staffs. at 
the work. Practically every car had 
to be cleaned, with a -consequent 
slowing up of delivery to the shipping 
bins. If a car did come through 
which could be ‘railroaded” without 
the attention of cleaners, it was a 
subject of curiosity. Dockage free 
cars were mostly from Alberta. This 
was a Striking contrast to_conditions 
in 1915, when the bulk of the crop 
could be passed through an elevator 
withovt-attention, other than weigh- 
ing and grading. °

‘Forever—never! 
Never—forever!’"” 

By all means let-us think twice be- 
fore we surrender the clock with a 
voice and accept a silent one—the 
good. old, remindful tick gone for- 
ever!
